Export of 
bank notes, gold securities and foreign cur 
Fencies is prohibited except with permission for 
which application has to be made through 1 
Dank, while dealings In’ gold are completely 
forbidden without special permission having 
been obtained in each individual case.

‘The United Press message from Berlin to 
the effect that Herr Hitler's Government will 
seek to force a decision on the western front 
in ‘the course of the next twelve months is 
interesting as alleged to have come from an 
authoritative quarter. A German spokesman is 
quoted as saying that it would be ridiculous to 
assume that Germany would idly wait behind 
her west wall while England, unhindered, con- 
tinues to attempt to defeat Germany with her 
food bieckade.

[The loss of shipping is well below most aver- 
‘ages during the unrestricted submarine war- 
fare of 1914-1918, while the reported destruc- 
tlon of U-boats well up to the average, and 
Proceeding at a rate which should reduce the 
Imengee to negligible proportions unless another 
important political development takes place in 
Europe, while the production of a food short- 
fage in Britain itself may in all the circumstances 
not prove so deadly as its schemers hope. 
That the submarine blockade of the last war 
[did succeed in forcing Britons on to short com- 
mons is true, but, despite the enormous effort 
made by the Germans, it was never suflcient 
to weaken the British determination to. prose- 
Jeute that war to the end.

Rumanian Murder 


‘The murder of M. Calinesey, Rumanian 
Prime Minister, by, it reported, ‘members 
of the Fascist "tron Guard’ organization ‘may 
fause something of a sensation, but in all prob 
ability” will not lead. to any very. steiking 
developments in Rumania. M. Calinesea, from 
the time he beeame Minister of the Interior, 
Jn. 1938, was responsible for. the Government 
‘making’ great efforts to stamp out the. Tron 
Guard. party, which, ‘though then. nominally 
disbanded, was sl@) regarded as constituting 
Serious theeat to peace ond order. On February 
21, last year, immediately after the promulga 
tion of the’ new Constitution, ‘M. "Codreana 
isbanded ‘the’ "All-forcthe-Fatherland™ as" the 
Iron Guard was then called, absolved his fol- 
lowers fcom their oath of” allegiance, stating 
that he retused to be provoked to vielent meas 
sures of recent decrees. On April 17, however, 
fhe and about 200° others were arrested in con” 
sequence of the discovery of a plot by “the 
Iron Guard to overthrow the Government, and, 
jon Msy 27, M. Codreanu, was sentenced Yo ten 
years imprisonment by the Bucharest Military 
[Sour white cigheen’ others, were sentenced 

‘one to seven years imprisonment. At the 
lend of September more than 200 Tron Guards 




















were arrested in Moldavia. In November the 
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same organization was responsible for more 
outrages, many being arrested, and General 
‘Autoneseu being dismissed from command of 
the ‘Third Army Corps for alleged connection 
with the movement. On November 90, M. 
Cedreanu and thirteen of his fellows were’ shot 
while attempting to escape fromi custody, the 
fame fale befalling some others on December 
3. It has been claimed with no evidence to 
prove it that the alleged attempted scape was 
pure fetion, but whether it was or not mem- 
bers of the organization swore to-avenge his 
death, and the shout of one of the assassins 
over ‘the radio “Codreanu kas been avenged” 
suggests that this is what has actually happened. 
4M. Calinescu was a bitter opponent to the Iron 
Guard, and all that they stood for, and when 
hhe became Prime Minister was obviously the 
target for the bullets of the murderers. As usual 
the German propaganda machine is now sprea 

ing the untruth that ML Calinescu owed his 
death to the machinations of the British and 
French, alleging that a seerot agent in the pay 
of the former was responsible. Apart trom the 
fact, that both Great Britain, and France have 
not yet included assassination in their political 
armament, there was no reason whatever why 
there should have been any dislike on thelr 
part for the dead man. He stood for what they 
stand for; the Iron Guards definitely do not, 











The White Paper 


‘One of the outstanding features of the latest 
White Paper on the negotiations between Great 
Britain and Herr Hitler juct prior to the oul- 
break of the war is the conclusion to be drawn 
from the abridgment to hand that up to the 
very last hour Herr Hitler must have believed 
that the Allies would not fight. It is true that 
he admitted to Sir Nevile Henderson that he 
realized that Great Britain was not bluffing, 
fand assured him that he also was not engaged 
in the same pastime, It Is to be wondered at, 
however, how It was possible to discuss practie- 
ally in the very same breath the question of an 
Anglo-German alliance. If he thought such a 
thing were possible at such a stage, he could 
only have believed that Britain would not fight, 
for obviously if, as was the case, Great Britain 
hhad ‘deelded that the fate of Poland was the 
test of Britain's actions, and Herr Hitler had 
determined on action against her, there could 
bbe no question of negotiating an alliance. Such 
fan arrangement could only have been negotiat- 
ed following the dropping of Herr Hitler's 
policy against Poland, and, though he denied 
that he thought it, he must, nevertheless, have 
still Dolieved. that’ hostilities would not. result 
from whatever action he might have to take 
against the victim he had had decided upon. 
‘The general impression from the very ab- 
breviated account of the White Paper 1s that 
Herr Hitler was under the impression — that 
Great Britain was in the market for an allianee, 














‘and suggested that an offer of something im- 
mediately in the way of colonies might be 
made. ‘The fact of the matter is that Herr 


Hitler had no. valuable consideration to con- 
‘tribute to an alliance. At the most, judging 
from all that has happened in the ‘past, it 
would have been a flimsy foundation upon 
which to seck to reconstruct peace and would 
hhave had about it no greater permanence than 
fother engagements into which Herr Hitler has 
entered in the past, and which nave been 
marked by thelr evanescent qualities.

Germany, unable to transport goods across 
the seas would undoubtedly» apply the

to the Soviet for supplies, though it is clear 
that such a sum would not go very far in 
times such as these. ‘The German Govern- 
ment has made it quite plain that she expects 
to obtain considerable supplies through her. 
neutral neighbours, but if the Allied blockade 
is carried out as efficiently as it was during 
the last war, those channels will provide| 
but the merest trickle. It was possible then, 
‘and should be now, to allow the neutrals to 
jimport all the necessary supplies which they 
have done hitherto, and a statistical check 
fs all that would be necessary to ensure that 
‘they were not receiving more ‘than thelr 
‘normal requirements. It was all carried out 
before without undue friction swith the 
neutrals, and can be made just az effective 
now! 

‘The importance of the blockade is that it 
is the surest means of gaining victory. ‘The 
policy of the Allied commands will 
‘undoubtedly be to frustrate the German idea 
fof a lightning war, holding the German 
Jarmies while the economic weapon will be 
[getting in its deadly work, and any attempt 
to estimate the duration of the war must. 
hecessarily be based upon the effectiveness: 
of the blockade and the preparations which’ 
Germany has made to combat it. These 
latter do not appear to be very impressive. 
For the past five years German economy has 
been practically on a war time basis which 
has enabled the Reich to build up a for- 
midable fighting machine, but which has 
‘algo considerably sapped its reserves. The 
five years of guns instead of butter has| 
provided it with a military strength which 
has been effective cnough against Poland, 
but which will find itself faced with an 
‘entirely different task when it comes to 
operations on Germany's western front. ‘The 
conclusion is inescapable that Germany is 
Jess able to withstand a blockade now than| 
she was when she entered the last war. ‘The 
[supplies which she might obtain from Poland 
and the other countries she has grabbed will 
be no more than they were a quarter of a| 
eentury ago. The chances of the blockade 
becoming offective much sooner than was 
the case then are very, great indeed, and, to 
@ large extent, the duration of the war will 
depend. upon ‘the reserves which Germany 
has accumulated, and the rate at which 
‘they are expended. From this point of view| 
it is more than likely that the more vigorously 
the Germans prosecute their idea of the 
Blitskrieg the quicker those resources will 
be depleted and the sooner will come the| 
lend of this present struggle. It would, how- 
ever, be foolish to endeavour to give any! 
estimate as to how long the war will last. 
On the face of things it certainly should not 
continue for over four years as did the last 
war, for Germany is in no position to 
withstand the blockade for so great a length 
fof time. ‘The British decision to base policies 
fon the prospect of a three-year war may on| 
the other be over-cautious. Caution, how-| 
fever, in days such as these is a very fine 
quality. 

It is because of the much better position 
in which the Allies stand as compared with 
Germany, and the effectiveness of the 
blockade ‘weapon that every significance must 
bbe attributed to the statements by the Allies 
[that despite the defeat of Poland they will 
fight on until their objectives are attained. 
It is to be confidently expected that, if, and 
when Herr Hitler presents what has ‘been 
termed his peace ultimatum, he will be told 
that there can be no peace so long as he and. 
his policies continue to menace the peace of 
Europe. To do anything else would be to| 
confirm him in the various successes he has 
Jalready achieved, and enable him to await 
‘a more favourable opportunity before again 
threatening Europe with war in order to make 
further progress towards fulfilment of his 
lgrandiose ambitions. It has been clearly’ 
[demonstrated that he has not been given the! 
best possible advice during these last few. 
months iy those who have been ail along 
{insisting that the Allies again would not 
fight. He is being badly deceived if there 
Jare advisers who now tell him that it wilt 
be easy to persuade the Allies to lay down 
the arms which they have been obliged so 
reluctantly to take up. It is impossible not 
to sympathize with civilian Germany over 
the “sufferings to which they have been’ 
lcondemned by their leader — precipitating 
them into war. ‘There will be very few who 
[will not regret that the dread weapon of the 
blockade has again to be used against them. 
But the responsibility for this does not lic 
with the Allies, for if ever they went into 
Ja struggle with clean hands they do so now, 
and while it is to be hoped for the sake of 
Europe that this will be a short war, every- 
thing points to the contrary. That’ it will 
be prosecuted with the utmost vigour by 
the Allies may be taken for granted. No- 
{thing has occurred up to the present to make 
them even waiver from that determination. 
For good or ill they have been committed 
to an insane struggle which was none of 
their sezking. They cannot now, even if 
they wished, stop" until final victory has 
been achieved. 

















DANZIG SPEECH 


Sept. 21. 
Herr Hitler, if he has any thought of 
paving the way to an early peace, is surely 
going the wrong way about it ‘when he: 
delivers himself of such specches as that 
which he made at Danzig. By some it is 
regarded as the preliminary to his issuance 
of a “peace ultimatum." If that is indeed 
his idea he is sadly mistaken, for not all the 
Dlustering vehemence with Which he en- 
deavours to present the German case, based 
‘on what has been most aptly described as 
‘a tissue of lies can destroy the impression 
which perusal of his speech creates that it) 
is the desperate endeavours of a man con- 
vineed of his own guilt to persuade the 
‘world at large of his innocence. The speech 
is clumsy, maladroit, and quite the type of 
thing calculated to confirm the Allies in their 
determination that his system - must be 
destroyed before there can be any hope of 
Peace in the world, The history of the 
course of events which ultimately led to 
war has been described by Herr Hitler in 
@ manner so twisted from the actual facts 
of the case, that he probably convinced his. 
hearers in Danzig that Germany was the 
vietim of Polish aggression, with the Ger- 
mans humane, and the Poles barbarian, 
It reads strangely coming from the head 
of a Government whose high command re- 
‘cently issued an announcement relative to the 
bombing of open towns, villages, and ham- 
Jets in Poland, and who himself in his speech 
resages the possible extension of inhumane 
‘warfare. With thousands of square miles of 
Polish territory overrun by overwhelmingly 
strong German forces despite the gallant 
defence of the numerically inferior Poles, 
with millions of people plunged into despair, 
and misery by the action of German forces 
in the territory of another nation, how can 
reasonably minded person believe any- 
thing but that the aggressor was Germany, 
which having failed to bring the Poles to a 
position of “Stand and deliver,” sought to ob- 
‘gin by force the satisfaction of her outrageous 
demands? The geography of Europe clearly 
condemns such utterances as being untrue. 
‘The Poles did not invade Germany; Germany 
did invade Poland, and not all the con- 
tortions of a twisted reasoning can possibly 
prove anything else. ‘The facts stand plain 
for men of all time to see, and Herr Hitler 
fails in his: attempt to pose as the injured 
Innocent. 

An attempt, ‘which on another occasion 
might have been clever, to single out Britain 
‘as the country really ‘responsible for this 
tragic outbreak of war, and to drive some- 
thing in the nature of a wedge between 
cher, and her Ally, singularly fails, Herr 
Hitler by his announced policies threatened 
not only Poland but a number of other 
nations which sooner or later he designed 
to bring within his hegemony. He was quite 
definitely warned by actual word and also 
by the fact of the guarantees which France, 
‘and Great Britain offered: to certain of those 
threatened countries, that bluff and bluster 
were no longer useful weapons, and that in 
certain events Herr Hitler would find him- 
self at war with them. Nothing could have 
been made plainer, for both the British and 
French leaders went out of their way to im- 
ress upon Herr Hitler that if necessary they 
would fight. He moved his armies into 
Poland ; he was served with an ultimatum 
to get out. He refused to do so and thus 
hhas invoked the threatened consequences for 
which he, and he alone is responsible. He 
alone will be responsible for the continuance 
of the war. The Allies have left no room 
for doubt as to their intentions. ‘The libera 
tion and restoration of martyred Poland to 
her former integrity stands in the forefront 
Of their objectives. To that they have com- 
mitted themselves, and their commitments 
‘are not made one day, and dishonoured the 
ext. Herr Hitler's assertion that he holds 
no war aims against Britain, and France is 
merely a reiteration of what is already 
known, but the fact that he has no such 
Ideas does not relieve the Allies of the duty 
of seeing that smaller nations, having just 
‘as much right to existence as the 
German nation, shall not be destroyed. in 
the brutal manner in which Czechoslovakis 
and now Poland have been treated. | These 
People have just as much the right to self= 
determination as those others for whom Herr 
Hitler has so often and so glibly claimed 

In denying i, to them, in seeking to 
impose his will upon them by force and 
threatening the peace and security of Europe 
Herr Hitler has in fact war aims against the 
Allies. ‘They may be a trifle indirect, but 
the real truth is that only so long as he is per 
mitted to have his own way he will have 
no direet aims against the Allies,—at least 
for the present. 

‘The American comment that the speech 
is purely negative, because it fails to ind 
cate Germany's future course, is correct. 
Failure to produce anything in the nature 
of a peace offer is taken to mean that Herr 
Hitler has not yet completed his current 
Programme of armed expansion, and there 
must be some speculation as to where next 
he will strike. ‘That should not alter the 
position of the Allies. The fact that Herr 
Hitler may have temporarily satisfied his 
territorial ambitions does not necessarily 
‘mean thal acquiescence in what he has done

partite Anglo-French-Soviet military alli 
had indeed been successful, It ix clearly 
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against Russian interests that Germany 
should be allowed to continue her expansion 
through Hungary to Rumania, and the only 
point in this connection upon’ which there 
can be much speculation is whether in the 
event of her attempting to do any such thing 
the Sovict would assist Rumania in offering 
that resistance which King Carol has an- 
nounced his intention of putting up. ‘That 
Russia has an account to settle with Rumania 
over the question of Bessarabia is well 
known. That might easily be adjusted, and 
in that event Berlin might be brought to 2 
realization that there is no longer any real 
community of interests between Germany 
and Russia and that a stubborn resistance 
would be offered to any attempt to expand 
to the southeast. 

‘The temptation of Germany to go on 
picking up odd bits and picees before 
definitely engaging the Allies in the west 
must be a great one, but there are very de- 
Gnite limits as to how far that ean go on. Not 
only is Russia interested in the Balkans, but 
0 also is Italy, and it remains to be ‘seen 
whether Italian neutrality will be maintained 
to such an extent as to witness the destruc~ 
tion of her spheres of interest cast of the 
Adriatic Sea. Reports are current to the 
effect that Italy is engaged in a drive to 
create a neutral Balkan bloc, and one of 
the first signs of it is the withdrawal of her 
troops from the Greek frontier in Albania, 
with Greece taking reciprocal action. The 
ereation of such a bloc comprising Greece, 
‘Yugoslavia, Hungary, Rumania and Turkey, 
similar to’ the Oslo neutral group might 
have a very profound effect upon develop- 
‘ments in that part of the world, and would 
cortainly serve as an extra stopper to Ger- 
‘man ambitions in that direction. Upon this 
review of the situation in eastern and south~ 
eastern Europe the probabilities are that 
Germany will find herself for several rea- 
sons unable to follow too active a policy of 
acquisition in that part of the world, or if 
she docs she will find, herself faced ‘by an 
opposition which cannot be lightly dis 
regarded, ‘The transfer of the German com- 
mander-in-ehiet from Poland to the western 
front may, or may not mean that Berlin 
already realizes that fact, and is ready to 
concentrate all attention upon fighting the 
Alllies. It cannot, however, be taken as de- 
finite proof that Herr Hitler has abandoned 
all schemes for the Balkans, for commanders~ 
inechief can be moved from place to place 
with the greatest rapidity, but if indeed 
greater activities are displayed in western 
Europe there should be no great cause for 
surprise. ‘There would be, however, if Ger- 
many were to antagonize other countries by 
following what may seem to be the least 
ine of resistance at the moment, but which 
‘at any time might very well become one of 
the stron, ss, 








U.S, NEUTRALITY ACT 
Sept. 23, 

‘The specch with which President Roose~ 
velt addressed Congress on its assembly for 
‘a special session ogcasioned by the outbreak 
of war in Europe is an important, and in 
teresting one, and in it he has made his case 
for the revision of the Neutrality Act which 
hhas caused so much heartburning in recent 
weeks. It has been said that Congress ad- 
Journed without considering amendment of 
the Neutrality Act in. the faith that there 
would be no war in Europe before it normal- 
ly reassembled in January next. Since it 
adjourned, however, events have moved 
with bewildering rapidity, and if the President 
had a strong case for revision of the Act 
before Congress dispersed, he most certain- 
ly has a much stronger one now in view 
of all that has happened. The propositions 
which the President has put forward for 
the amendment of the neutrality legislation 
comprise (1) granting of authority to the 
President to fix war zones awhich American 
merchantmen should be prohibited trom 
entoring, (2) granting of broader authority 
to prevent Americans from travelling on 
belligerent ships, (3) provision that a belli- 
gerent nation purchasing supplies in the 
United States must take title to the pur~ 
chase prior to its shipment from the United 
States, and (4) a ban against war credits to 
belligerent nations. The effect of the last 
two proposals, if adopted by Congress, would 
be to permit’ of purchases being made by 
belligerents to be paid for in cash, to be 
carried in purchasers’ own ships, ‘and at 
their own risk. In other words the “cash 
and carry system." Absence of this legisla 
tion from the U.S. statute book meant that 
fon the outbreak of war the contracts which 
Great Britain had placed in the United 
States for armaments, chiefly aeroplanes, be- 
came unfulfilable, and though work is pro- 
ceeding under the contracts, it is elear that 
unless the Neutrality Act is amended along 
the lines suggested by the President they 
1ot_be delivered until the end of the 

‘That is not when they will be wanted, 
‘and the argument of those who contend that 
the existing Neutrality Act works to the 

aye of the Allies is consequently 
strengthened. 

‘The, view that as the unamended enaet~ 
‘ment Stands it operates in favour of Herr 
Hitler and against the Allies, is not one held 
solely by those who for very apparent rea- 
sons would greatly like to set the change 
for which Mr, Roosevelt asks.

President Roosevelt puts the case for 
amendment equally as high when ‘he states 
that the Neutrality Act af it stands at the 
present time in his best judgment. so alters 
the historie foreign policy of the United States 
that it impairs peaceful relations - between 
the United States and foreign nations. ‘That 
this verges on the edge of overstatement is 
apparent, for it is inconceivable that. the

PEACE FEELERS 
= Sept. 25. 
‘The only really importent war news of 
the week have been the third pronouncement 
of the German high command that Poland 
has been liquidated and that that campaign 
has come to an end, without, be it remem 
bered, the capture of Warsaw yet, the report 
of what Signor Mussolini has had to say on 
the subject of the possibility of peace even 
now, and the statement that the Pope will 
in the course of a very few days approach 
the belligerents with a definite peace pro- 
posal. To these, however, has to be added 
the manner in which M, Stalin has managed 
to profit at the expense of Germany in the 
division of the spoils, and there cannot be 
the slightest doubt that, in his desire to 
secure a speedy victory over the Poles, Herr 
Hitler has paid so high a price in territory 
that after the expenditure of German blood 
and treasure to capture areas which have 
now gone to Russia, he stands out very 
decidedly as the loser in the bargain. It is 











‘a speedy vietory in Poland by German arms 
|.can best be assessed, for, had it not been for 
‘the Russian stab in’ the back which the 
gallant Polish forces received, the German 
armies might very swell, even now, be con- 
tinuing the struggle in the East. That view 
is supported by the manner in which 
remnants of the Polish army are holding out 
‘against the German forees, and history will 
undoubtedly recognize that, great as were 
the successes of the German invaders, it was. 
the treacherous coup de grace administered 
‘by the Soviet forces which made victory so 
easy. For that Herr Hitler has paid a big 
price, and the whole situation in eastern 
Europe and the Balkans hes undergone a 
radical change to his own detriment. He 
has, it is hoped temporarily, secured the 
achievement of his ambitions in Poland but, 
politically, as well as militarily, he has paid 
dearly for it. Materially he has gained 
little in Poland that the Germans did not 
have in 1914, and though the possibility of 
‘the cotltinuance of Russian support must 
always be taken into consideration, there is 
indeed very little to show at present that 
that will be particularly effective. 

‘Signor Mussolini in his speech to the 
Fascist leaders from Bologna puts forward. 
fa plea which on the face of it presents what 
might seem to be a realistic view of the 
situation, He argues that the liquidation of 
Poland ‘having become un fait accompli, 
‘and the armies of the contending Powers 
having not yet impacted, confict might be 
avoided by a realization’ of how vain it is 
to want to set up again, or maintain positions 
which history, together with the dynamism 
of people have rejected. It is an incorrect 
assumption that this is the case, for while 
both Germany and Italy may conceive that 
to be so there are others who are definitely 
of the opinion that history has not rejected 
the case of the Poles for separate and 
individual nationhood, nor has the dynamism 
fof all the peoples of’ Europe accepted that 
view. The fate of Poland is not the only 
point at issue. It is an important one because 
of the pledges that both Great Britain and 
France have given concerning the integrity 
of that country, But there are other points 
at stake not the least of which is as to how 
Jong the democracies of the world will 
continue to ‘endure policies such as Herr 
Hitler has been following since his accession 
to power. It is quite obvious that, if the 
world is to retain any of that freedom for 
which it has fought for countless centuries, 
a stop must be put to the activities of men 
who seek merely to gain their own ends by 
the ruthless exercise of power, and a com- 
plete disregard of the canons of justice. It 
is well known that they claim that the only 
just cause is their own, but that is one which 
convinces no one but themselves, and those 
who are not convinced of it are’ completely. 
determined that it shall not be perpetuated 
by force. In such circumstances what 
possible chance of a permanent peace can 
be found in adopting what can only be a 
short-sighted view of the. situation? What 
guarantee is there that, if the advice of 
Signor Mussolini were’ accepted, Europe 
would not again be plunged into crisis 
directly Herr Hitler's insatiable appet 
‘were again stimulated? Or again, what 
possible basis of peace can be found in 
jgreement with a man who has so frequently. 
and consistently dishonoured his com- 
mitments? 

‘The questions answer themselves: the Allies 
‘are committed to a holy war which has as 
its object the termination of a state of inter- 
national immorality probably without parallel 
since history began, and to talk about peace 
in such circumstances would be to acquiesce 
in the continuance of a state of affairs 
which can no longer be tolerated. To leave 
Poland dismembered between Germany, and 
Russia, to surrender to Herr Hitler at this 
juncture for fear of the Moloch of war would 
bbe to-stand condemned for all time in 
Gishonour. ‘The sacredness of the principles 
for which the Allies stand is just as impres~ 
sive an argument as the present aspect of 
the realities of the situation. A peace which 
‘would recognize the present fait accompli 
would be a sacrifice of principle and reality 
as well, and this war which Herr Hitler 

forced ‘upon the Allies cannot now be so 
lightly relinquished. Very much the same 
thing can be written about the reports 
concerning the Pope's intention to appeal to 
the Delligerents for peace. Until the plans 
upon which he thinks war between the 
nations involved can be brought to an 
honourable termination are known, it might 
be as well to suspend judgment, but if it 
embraces the recognition of the rights of 
Poland, it will most certainly not appeal to 
Herr Hitler, and it it does not, will not 
commend itself to either of the Allies. 
Neither of them are prepared to continue 
‘any longer under the menace of Herr Hitler's 
régime. They are determined that it shall 
be put an end to, for it is an evil thing, and 
wreaking catastrophe on the innocent peoples 
of Europe. To agree to any settlement 
which left Herr Hitler in control of some of 
the spoils, which Mf, Stalin has left him, 
would amount to a most abject surrender on 
the part of the democracies, ‘They, just as 
much as the dictators, desire peace, but it 
‘can no longer be peace at any price, for that 
which has been asked is already too high, 
and it Herr Hitler still thinks that he can 
draw drafts on the democracies’ desire for

‘The absence of further developments in 
Soviet-German relations, singe the commence. 
ment of the march into Poland, and the 
division of that country. between’ the two, 
leaves the governments. of the rest of the 
world, and particularly. Great Britain and 
France, still wondering exactly what M, 
‘Stalin contemplates doing next, His reaffirma. 
tions of neutrality .in. the’ struggle be. 
‘tween the Allies, and Germany may be quite 
sincere, providing all he had in mind was 
the restoration to Russia of that part of 
Poland, which, for some time prior to. the 
Great War, indeed since the partition about} 
150 years ago, had belonged to her. ‘There 
has “already transpired suflcient to prove 
that there was more behind the anti-aggres- 
sion pact than first met the eye when it wes 
announced, and what is puzzling the chan- 
celleties of Europe is whether or not there is 
still something more behind the agreement 
to divide Poland. ‘The question is naturally 
asked as to what Herr Hitler expected (0 
receive stil further in exchange for the high 
price he has given for M, Stalin's help in 
Guleldy subduing Poland, Of the ideological 
enmity between the two countries there 
all the evidence in the world, and what is 
naturally puzzling many people is the bast 
‘upon which this enmity has for the moment 
been thrust into abeyance, and what M. 
Stalin hopes still further to get. out of ths 
strangest international bargain. that history 
‘has seen for a very long time, The policies

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No Blockade 


A great deal of loose talk is being indulyed 
Jn about the action of the Allies in establish- 
Ing what is called a “blockade” of Germany. 
‘The term Is a misnomer, for what has been 
instituted, similarly to the last war, is a system 
of contraband control which does not constitute 
‘a formal blockade. The essence of the latter is 
the prevention of all ingress into or egress from 
the blockaded area irrespective of the nature of 
the goods concerned, or of whether they ac- 
tually consist of contraband. For such an ac- 
tion to be lawful it must be rendered effective, 
which means that the blockading line must be 
established in such a manner us to render it 
virtually impossible or highly ‘dangerous 1 
atlempt to get through it. The penalty for at- 
tempted breach of a blockade is confiscation of 
the ship, as well as in most eases of the cargo, 
which will not have been allowed to procee 
Contraband control on the other hand is 
selective in its action and aims only at pre- 
venting certain classes of goods reaching the 
enemy either directly or through neutral coun- 
tries. In International law a belligerent is 
fentitied to exercise this control to such extent, 
great or small, as his means allow and the 
egality of his action is not dependent upon his 
ability to stop and examine all vessels earry- 
ing goods destined for an enemy coun 
try, ‘The penalty for carrying contraband is 
coniscation of the contraband cargo self, and 











unless the carrying vessel is shown to ‘ha 
enemy character she is unaffected save in 
certain special circumstances.

Shaoyang, Hu, Aug. 31. 
The determined effort of the gov 
ernment to introduce industrial “co: 
‘operative societies is well iustrated 
bby the going concerns now in opera- 
tion in and just without the city. The 
various lines now being aided with 
Bovernment funds in. this immediate 
region include the following : 
25 Cloth weaving, three shoe mak: 
ing, four tailoring, three stocking 
‘manufacture, thres chemicals, one 
printing establishment, one carpenter 
‘shop, one oil manufacture, one um- 
bella making, one leather goods, one 
leather tanning, one towel making, 
fone toothbrush ‘making, one cigarette 
‘manufacture, one underwear manu 
facture, one’ surgical gauze and cot~ 
ton manufacture, one dry cells manu 
{aeture, one stationery production. 
Here is quite a wide range, though 
none of the co-operatives are large, 
except the one producing surgical cot- 
fon wool and gauze. This concern 
hhas a Joan of $50,000, and the numer. 
‘ous military hospitals take the full 
Output. Most of the other co-opera~ 
tives represent, small loans only, and 
those participating have small shares 
in the business. Not many of those 
participating are refugees, for the re~ 
| fugees: now remaining in this region 
are not, generally speaking, the kind 
that are seeking labour positions, and 
many of them prefer to accept 10 cents 
a day aid from the authorities rather 
than’ secure their food by working. 
‘The introduction of small industries 
is bound to help in solving the pre- 
sent and future economic problems 
fof the country. Hunan has, all told 
bout three times the above number 
‘of industrial co-operatives. Some will 
fall, no doubt, but the Jessons "of 
failure will be profitable in the new 
China that is ‘ahead,

Guerillas Wreck Train

Japanese Imports to 
Hongkong Increase 


Fron Our Own Consenronomer 


Hongkong, Sept. 18, 

Taking advantage of the European. 
war, Japanese merchants here are 
ordering large quantities of goods 
from their homeland for. sale in 
Hongkong, other British possessions 
in the Far East and the interior of 
China. Japanese goods will be in 
great demand owing to the gradual 
exhaustion of German goods and the 
British naval blockade of Germany. 
British goods are becoming more and 
‘more expensive owing to the decrease 
of production in England and the 
high freight and insuronee rates for 
their transportation from the United 
Kingdom. “In four weeks, Japanese 
goods will completely replace those 
from’ Germany, being much cheaper. 
Consumers will have no choise, and 
even Chinese will’ have to” buy 
Japanese goods. 

‘American goods have little oppor- 
tunity to compete with the Japanese 
‘owing to the high value of the U.S, 
dollar, in exchange for the yen and 
the ‘Chinese dollar. Certain neces 
sarles will be imported from the 
‘United States, but the war in Europe 
does not help American exporters in 
the Far Eastern markets as seen in 
trade reports he 

‘Japan ‘is further benefitted by her 
moreaatile "marine, which ranks 
second only to that of Great Britain. 
Every Japanese ship coming to 
Hongkong’ is heavily laden with 
commodities for this port, Manila, 
Singapore. and Penang. ' Accurate 
figures, however, are not yet availe 
able at this early date, but Japanese 
merchants are exceedingly optimistic. 
‘What Japan wants now is to liquidate 
the war in China, so that the muni- 
tiong works ean ayain turn out more 
goods for the world markets. How 
to reach a lasting peace with China 
is still-a problem. ‘Mony plans have 
been formed, but so far ‘none has 
turned out to be practicable. In any 
event, the European war is a boon 
to Japanese shipping and foreign 
trade,

Cotton Crop 





‘A. war in the cotton fleids of Chino 
Is the corollary of the Sino-Japanese 
war, both countries attempting to 
‘obtain the largest supplies of cotton 
Tor munitions and other purposes. 

‘According to Chungking reports, 
there is a good harvest of cotton In 
practically all provinces under its 
control but “exportation” of cotton 
to occupied areas and Shanghai is 
strictly forbidden. Japan is said’ to 
be accumulating as much colton as 
she ean in North China where a 
strict control of the business has 
been instituted. Collection of cotton 
there Is said to be compulsory. Apart 
from supplying part of the cotton 
thus obtained to Japanese cotton 
mills, the rest of the erop has been 
Sent to Japan to be used for military 
‘and industrial purposes, it is said. 

In view of this, Chinese cotton 
merchants in Shanghai were forced 
to buy foreign cotton In the past 
‘and the scanty supply which they 
‘are obtaining is from Tungchow and 
Taltsiang. They obtain the supply 
with dimeulties transporting the 
cargo to Shanghai by a devious route. 
‘As a result of the efforts made by 
the ‘merchants to obtain cotton and 
of the ditleulties ‘In transportation, 
Prices have continuously increased. 
‘The price of Tungchow cotton is now 
quoted at $150 per pleul. 

‘Good Weather Conditions 

‘The new crop of cotton is now 
ready for the market in all provinces 
in this country. The erop is sald to 
be especially” good this year owing 
to the favourable weather conditions 
‘tnd official management. As a result 
of improvements made by the Central 
Cotton Industry Improvement Bureau 
(Chungking) plus favourable weather 
conditions, it is stated, the production 
of the “Pi Mion” of “skin cotton” 
fn various provinces and districts 
(near occupied areas) has been ac- 
cclerated. The total crop of this kind 
fof cotton alone now totais more than 
20,000,000 "'Shih” piculs. 

‘More than 10,088,000 pieuls of this 
cotton can be obtained in provinces 
‘and districts where Japanese influence 
does not go. In Western Hupeh alone, 
the crop amounts to 3,490,000 "Shib” 
pleuls, The Chinese Government 
Would not allow this cotton to be 
ent to any oceupled areas or Shang- 
hhai and because of this strict rule: 
‘even the cotton produced in Yuyeo, 
Choking now under the control of 
Chinese troops and guerillas. cannot 
be transported to Shanghal, 

‘China's cotton export to Japan is 
sald to have been increased since the 
hostilities. Betweon January and July 
of this year alone, China exported 
41,000 “Shin” pieuls to Japan, 18,000 
“shin piculs. to. the | ‘Kwantung 
leased territory and 8000. "Shih" 
pleuls to Korea. It is predicted that 
commencing this month more cotton 
will be exported to Japan through 
Tientsin, Chefoo and Weihaiwel as 
the new crop is ready for distri- 
bution.

Complece agreement regarding the 
carrying ovt of the terms of the truce 
‘on the Nomonhan incident concluded 
at Moscow on Friday was reached at 
the second formal conversation held 
on the bani of the Khalka River in 
western Manchoukuo at 5.05. pam. 
yesterday, according to a joint Soviet- 
‘Japanese ‘communiqué issued yester- 
fay by the Japanese and Soviet mili- 
tary representatives at the meeting.

Both ‘Mr. and Mrs, Patterson are 
natives of Staunton, Virginia, U.S.A. 
and it is in this pleasant town that 
they will settle down for the rest of 
thelr days. They will not, howev 
sever all thelr connections wit 
China, for they leave behind them 
two sons, both of whom are con 
hieeted with the mission to which 
thelr parents belonged, 

"They are Mr. C. H. Patterson, who 
has followed in his father’s footsteps 
by becoming an evangelist, and Dr. 
Norman G. Patterson, who has, be- 
come a physician lke his mother, 
Who. carried on medical work at 
Sutsien for ten years without any 
assistance, 





Famine Work 

At present Mr. C,H. Patterson is: 
in Shanghai whlie his brother, since 
the opening of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, has been in charge of the 
State Hospital in West Virginia, He 
expeets to return to China next 
spring. 

‘Mr, and Mrs. Patterson have had 
many experiences during their long 
stay in this country and in 1907 they 
Were actively associated with famine 
yeliet work while in Shanghai, It 
was during this famine period that 
they ‘interested Mr. E. S, Little in 
their work and he was instrumental 
In forming a committee which raised 
over one million dollars for the re~ 
Tet of sufferers, 1,400,000 of whom 
received benefit from the fund, 

Shortly after arriving in China Mr, 
and Mrs, Patterson opened mission 
Work. at Sutsien and twenty years 
‘ago they went to Tenghsien in Shan- 
tung where Mr. Patterson established 
the North China Theological Semin- 
ary, 





Caring for the Sick 
During her stay at Sutsien Mrs. 
Patterson established a mission hos- 
pital there and carried on her work 
Of healing the sick for ten years 
without ‘any assistance. So popular 
did the hospital become that at, one 
time out-patients reached the large 
figure’ of 10,000. Later she | was 
led by Dr. Bradiey and today 
the hospital is firmly established and 
ig still carrying on its good worl. 

During the present hostilities in 
China ‘Tenghsien was captured | by 
Japanese troops after much fighting 
While most of the town was com= 
pletely destroyed, During this period 
MMe, and. Mrs, Patterson carried on 
thelr work and were instrumental in 
providing asylum for many refug 
who poured into the town to escape 
the terrors of war outside, 

"There were many dangerous incl- 
dents during the battle for the town 
in Mareh last year but, luckily, the 
mission suffered little ‘damage and 
since that time the Japanese authori. 
ies have carefully avoided interfer- 
‘ing with its work in any way. Among 
the many interesting incidents Mr. 
Patterson recalls is an aerial battle 
over the mission property between a 
Chinese plane and another machine 
from a Japanese squadron,

‘Mr. Wang explained that he was 
going to the coal dealers’ exchange in 
the building. The men, however, in-| 
sisted that he was somebody else and 
that he had business of a. different 
nature in a different part of the bulld- 
Ing. ‘The coal merchant repeated his 
story and swore it was true. 


Coal Merchant Seized 

‘The outcome of the conversation. 
was that the two Japenese and the 
Chinese seized hold of Wang and 
started to drag him into the hire- 
ar which they had waiting at the 
Kerb. The coal merchant. resisted 
Dut it looked as if his efforts would, 
prove insufficient against the force of 
the three others. “At this juncture 
the unexpected happened. 

‘The unexpected was that between 
20 and 30 rickshaw pullers who had 
taken an Interest in'the proceedings 
from a distance came over and start- 
ed pulling at the other end of Mr.

Fatal Shooting in 
‘Chengtu Road 


Shanghai, Sept, 20, 

Mr. Chi Yung-ching, a dacior ‘in 
tocat Chinese polities’ and in the 
alfairs “of the western “bad-lands,? 
jwas shot and fatally wounded at 4 
Jo'elock yesterday afternoon just after 
fhe had’ stepped. from his Iuxutlous 
motorcar in Chengtu Road, near Wele 
fuaiwel Road. Mr. Chi, who was 71 
lyears old and a well-known gure in 
Shanghai, was shot in the back as 
he was starting to walk to his house, 
No, 2, Lane 183 Chengtu Road, in 
the ‘widely known “Ching ‘Deh 
JFaung.” He died in hospital .'45 
minutes later, 

‘Although the assassination was, be- 
lieved to ave had a political back- 
ground, the actual motive for the 
Jorime was a matter of speculation 
in most cireles here last night, In 
Jaimost all previous political slayings 
in Shanghai a gang of desperadocs 
Jarmed with Mauser’ pistols or other 
formidable weapons have been re- 
sponsible, but yesterday the murder- 
Jer was a nondescript, barefoot Chl- 
Jnese wearing coolie clothes, who used 
Ja small-calibre pistol and fired only 
Jone shot, Tt was a far ery from tho 
Jusual political assassination in which 
Ja fusiliade of shots find their marks 
in the “guilty” and innocent alike. 


Shot from Behind 

Mr, Chi was on his way from x 
lbath-house to his home when he was 
Jatiacked from behind, ‘The bullet 
fodged In his abdomen after plereing 
vital organs, and it was almost a 
foregone conclusion that the aged and 
rather feeble man would not survive, 
Hie was taken, in his own car, by his 
Jown chauffeur, tO the Paulun’ Hospl- 
tal in Burkill Road, where he suc- 
Jeumbed at 4.45 p.m. while undergoing 
lan emergency operation. 

Detectives from the Chenglu Road 
Police Station hurried to the scene ax 
soon ag an alarm had been given, and 
Jquestioned various eye-witnesses and 
Jmembers of the late Mr. Chi's house- 
hold. In addition, detectives attached 
to the special office at Headquarters 
Jdealing with political murders made 
preliminary inquiries, 

‘Although at rst it was reported 
that only one man participated in 
the attack, Chinese information stated 
ater that’ altogether three men took 
part, two of them halling ‘Mr. Chi 
while the ‘third, and actual killer, 
Jerept up behind him and shot him at 
close range.

Rumours that the Siberian ‘route 
for despatching mail from.

Normal supply of pork in the 
French Concession will be obtainable 
today asthe dispute between 


butchers and pork dealers in the 
Concession which resulted ina 
shortage of pork during the past few 
days has been settled the former 
having agreed to make good the loss 
sustained by the latter as a result of 
their refusal to hand over to pork 
dealers some parts of organs of 
slaughtered pigs. Pork dealers have 
jn ‘turn ugreed to jnerease the 
slaughter fee by 40 cents per head.

Bul i 
Mr, Kecherjinsky Is explicit in his 
demand for facts, and in order that 
he and others be spared the mpres- 
sion that his glove has been ignored, 
we are presenting several facts, as 
Wo understand and construe them. 
We “would, however, make the 
reminder that Russia's history, lke 
the history of all great nations. con- 
tains not only different theories, but 
also facts verified by some eminent 
historians and disclaimed by others 
whose claim to eminence {sno less 
authoritative,

‘The war with Napoleon was an 
exceptionally favourable one 
Russia, Russia reached the zenith of 
her power in Europe, and Emperor 
Alexander 1 beeame ah arbiter in the 
quarrels between nations. But inside 
the country it gave rise to a politieal 
movement. that enveloped not only 
the heights of society but the army 
as. well, but demanded reforms. and 
& Constitution. The results were the 
Hoting on the Palace Square in 1825: 
the famed revolt of the Decembrists 
(ekabrist).” 

Emperor Paul 1, having come to 
fn agreement with Napoleon, decided 
{o chatlenge England and started a 
campaign against India. "Russian 
nobility, the owners of Targe estates, 
pnd the ‘merchant classes, however, 
Were all for friendship with England, 
Which’ was profitable for Mussian 
rade, ‘This. was one of the motives 
forthe assassination of Emperor Pat! 
on March 11,1601. ‘The new ‘Tsar 
radically changed the poliey of his 
predecessor. 

Going stil further back into Rus- 
sian ‘history we ‘reach ‘Tsar’ Borls 
Godounoy. ‘The latter wored a war 
against the Pretender. Such histor- 
fans as Bestoulev-Mumin and Count 
Sheremeticv, as well as Prof. 8. F. 
Platonoy, are of the opinion that the 
Prelender's march. on Moscow was 
the result not of ‘Polish but of Rus- 
sian internal ‘intrigue. ‘Tsar Boris 
lived in the midst of plots and be- 
frayals. When’ 53 years -of age he

was already rundown and a very 
sick man, and he died in 1605 unable 
to weather the struggle waged against 
hhim ‘by the nobility, which had 
United outside forces’ against the 
throne of Muscovy. 

Will Russia Fight? 

‘Tsar Ivan the Terrible was one of 
the greatest rulers of Russia. At the 
autumn of his life he saw the failure 
of all for which he had fought for 
25 years. Like Boris Godounov, Ivan 
IV waged a moreiless ght against 
treachery from within which nested 
among. the boyars; to that end he 
formed his dreaded oprichina, In 
1862 ended on unfavourable war with 
Poland; in 1883 another one with 

the Tsar's treasury was. by 
‘now empty; in 1584 he died in deep 
disappointment. 

Lack of space forbids us from 
citing further facts. Let us only 
‘mention the story of Prince Sviato- 
Slav. “After his” eanpaign in the 
Balkans in 971 he made peace with 
the Byzantine Emperor and moved 
towads Kiev, his capital, but was 
forced to winter at the mouth of the 
Daiepr, being subjected with his army 
to the ‘ravages of a terrible famine. 
He counted on reinforcements from 
Kev but these did not arrive, and 
hhe was routed by the hordes of 
Pechenegy. Kiev was outside the 
rule of Sviatoslay; his own govern- 
ment had betrayed him. “Space again 
‘doesnot allow us to dwell further 
‘on this episode. 

it is Important to note, however, 
that from this example of the 10th 
eentury, and from examples of the 
8th and 20th eenturies, one can. con- 
‘ehude that If not always, wars in the 
history of Russia often’ have given 
birth to widespread inner changes: 
politieal or soeial coup d'etat or re~ 
forms so drastic in character that 
they completely changed the face of 
the government. Whether the pre: 
sent rulers of Russia are willing to 
take that risk by entering the present 
war in Europe Is a question. Such 
fare the facts, of, rather, the expound- 
Ing of facts, which gave us the right 
to make a" general remark on the 
link’ between social and - political 
changes. in Russia and wars waged 
by the country.

of the School is dependent on retain= 
ing a large proportion of teachers: 
under contract from the United 
States. We cannot expect to retain. 
‘ur present staff and to employ re- 
Placements from the United States: 
from time to time unless our scale of 
Selaries, measured in US. Dollars, 
is in some degree comparable wi 
salary rates for similar work paid 
the. United States. 
82) The necessity to make. the: 
obove adjustments in salary” rates 
‘iso made it necessary to change our 
Seale of fees to a U.S. Dollar. basis. 
‘Owing to the fact that salary adjust- 
ments were only partially on a US. 
Dollar basis, and also since many of 
the lesser items of expense in operat 
Jing the School are payable in local 
dollars, it has been possible to set a 
Seale of fees which, calculated in 
US, Dollars, is approximately 40 per 
‘cent. less than those charged two 
Sears ago. However, in view of our 
Jorge US. Dollar ‘commitments, It 
was absolutely necessary to charge 
US, Dollar fees this year to avoid the 
necessity of changing our scale of fees 
‘at frequent and irregular intervals.

@ World “War. Stalin’s purpose in 
doing that is apparently, by taking 
Advantage of war, to carry out, his 
programme of bolshevizing the whole 
world, Such intention and action, 
needicss to say, should be condemned, 
But as Stalin is a false revolutionist 
‘and knows no international morality, 
we need not. waste our words to 
blame him. What T deplore most is 
‘that the countries who intentionally 
or unintentionally give encourage 
ment and support to. Russia in 
Increasing the Influence of com- 
‘munism are those countries who have 
‘on more than one occasion publicly 
Geclared that Bolshevism "is the 
Immortal enemy of their countries. 
‘They. only” seck” the immediate 
eneft, but forget one thing, that 
if Stalin becomes active in the stage 
‘of international polities, Germany 
fand Japan will certainly fear” the 
danger’ of  Bolshevist "revolution 
‘spreading to their own countries. 

‘The truce on the Manchurlan« 
Mongolian border between Japan and 
Russia came ns something not 
entirely beyond our expectation. As 
Russia decides to send her troops to 
Poland with the purpose of incor 
pporating some Polish ‘cities into the 
Framework of USSR, she naturally 
hopes to readjust’ somehow _ her 
relations with Japan in the East. 
But I wonder why Japan should be 
‘willing to meet such Wishes. T would 
tsk, after signing the armistice agree 
ment with Russia, will Japan dare to 
withdraw her troops. in Manchuria 
and send them to China proper? Tt 
‘Was reported that Germany has made 
every effort to persuade Japan to 
come. to terms with Russia, But T 
Would ask again, after the ‘betrayal 
of Japan. by. Germany, will Japan 
St regard Germany as her falthtul 
filly and trustworthy adviser? 

Let me turn my thoughts to another 
problem, i.e. the possibility of a non- 

act. between Japan and 
rt Ifthe present armistice 
‘egreement means something Ike the 
Changleutong truce last year, that is 
all right, though personally it regard 
Teas unnecessary.” But if the present 
‘only the prelude toa non- 
jon pact, then the whole situa- 
changed. We all have been 
ind warned that the reason of 
Japanese Government in Aghting 
National Government at Chung- 
is simply beeause the Chungki 
‘dominated by com- 
fe In turn backed by 
Soviet Russia. Should Japan sign a 
pact with the Soviet Government, the 
present Sino-Japanese hostilities 
‘become meaningless instead of 
“Some. would say it is 
national interest, not international 
morality, that #8 the guiding prineiple 
‘of modern politics. Well, assuming 
that national interest is) the only 
factor to control diplomacy, I still do 
not understand that to conclude a 
Hon-aggression paet with Russta ear 
satisfy Japan's ‘needs. Furthermore, 
if Japan thinks that by solving tem- 
orarily the disputo with Russia on 
the Manchurian border, she ean exert 
het pressure on Great Britain and 
France with a view to end the pre- 
sent Sino-Japanese War, I should say 
this sa dangerous way. She will 
feet the stern opposition of US.A. 
nd many Chinese who share the 
hope that Sino-Japanese co-operation 
ig possible through the goodwill of 
Gemocratle countries deeply despair 
‘of the manner of the Japanese Gov- 
ernment, And eventually Japan will 
be Involved in the World War in 
which she is bound to suffer tre: 
mendously. 

It has been said in the seml-oMicial 
cirelo in ‘Tokyo that since Japan was 
hetrayed by Germany and her posi- 
tion became isolated, she can no 
Joriger maintain. the hostile attitude 
toward both Great Britain and Soviet 
Russia and. therefore she will cer~ 
tainly choose one of these two as her 
new friend. While T welcome. this 
w orlentation in Japan's diplomatic 

iey, I eannot help saying that now 
Japan’ has gone into a wrong way. 
‘There is however stil time for Japan 
to. consider these matters. seriously 
before taking any action such as the 
proposed suggestion of signing a non- 
fggression pact with the Soviet Gov- 
ernment.” 

In short, I hope General Abe will 
formulate" an Independent foreign 
ppolley with the sole alm of ending 
the Unpleasant condition in the Far 
East and thus contributing to the 
general peace of the world.

Omar’s Remarkable Skill Chiefly Responsible 
For Overwhelming Victory in Second Match 


Shanghai, Sept, 21. 


EMOVING all doubts as to their superiority, the Hongkong 


Lawn Bowls team ran away with an astoundingly one- 


ided 





triumph of 40-14 against the Shanghai bowlers yesterday’ on the: 
Shanghai Lawn Bowls Club green, this second Interport victory 
giving the Colony the possession of the Prentice Cup for the coming 


year at least. Having 





won two straight matches, Hongkong will 


not be affected by the third Interport which is to take place this! 
Saturday, ‘The heavy win of the visitors is not so remarkable as 
the mediocre performance which was put up by the local four.

ite Commissioner of Public Health 

Health conditions followed 2 normal 
course during the month of August, 
and there is little of special interest 
to report, 

As regards diseases, the dysenteries 
land diarrhasas showed a rapid 
seasonal inerease, though falling short 
‘of the corresponding figures for last 
year. 28 cases of cholera were also 
Rotitied, but this number is too small 
im relation to the population to give 
‘any real indication as to how this dis« 
fease may progress. Fortunately, it is 
falready late in the cholera season, a5 
the majority of cholera epidemics are 
well established before the end of 
August. “Tt is thus possible that the 
epidemic, if it comes, will be a mild 
fone, but ‘owing to the abnormal con- 
ditions of the town it Is not possible 
to draw any useful deductions from 
past history. 

Activities at the Municipal Abattoir, 
which were drastically reduced as a 
result of the 1937 emergency, have 
bbeen re-developed to an extent com- 
parable with the pre-hostility level. 

‘Malaria has shown a marked rise 
Jn its incidence but since a number of 
the breeding areas are out of the 
jarea which the department can cover, 
It is not possible to extend the control 
‘of this disease, 


Vital Statistics. 


Foreign Births.—116 foreign births 
‘were recorded of which 102 were 
residents (55 males and 47 females) 
‘and the birth rate was 30.79 per mille, 
7G of the residents births were 
Japanese. 

Chinese Births —1,023 Chinese births 
were recorded of ‘which #59 were 
residents (416 males and 443 females), 

Foreign Deaths—There were G0 
deaths amongst the resident foreign 
‘community. Of these 20 were German 
Jewish Refugees and 34 non-Chinese 
Asiaties (29 Japanese, three Filipinos 
jand (wo Indians). ‘The death rate 
‘was 2083 per mille, and the death 
rate for communicable diseases was 
634 per mille. ‘The major causes of 
death were tuberculosis, dysenteries, 
Jdiarrhnas and diseases of the heart, 

Chinese Deaths recorded were 2,767 
‘of whieh 1,619 were exposed corpses. 
481 deaths were due to communicable 
diseases. The major causes of death 
were typhoid fever, _tubereulosis, 
dysenteries, diarrhoeas’ and accidental 
‘deaths. 

‘Communteable Diseases—Dysentery, 
cholera and malaria increased whilst 
other diseases showed very litle 
change when compared with last 
month, 326 cases of dysentery with 
/82 deaths occurred amongst Chinese, 
Jas against 142 cases with 38 deaths 
‘during July. “Baeiliary dysentery 
Jespecially was very prevalent amongst 
the German Jewish Refugee popula- 
tion, @ total “of #4 cases occurring 
resulting in five deaths. "Typhoid 
[fever was still epidemic, showing no 

jelination to subside. "28 cases of 
true cholera occurred “among the 
[Chinese community resulting in four 
deaths. Of these cases six had been 
inoculated within the past two years, 
whilst 22 had never received any 
prophylaxis. No foreign cases or 
[deaths oceurred. 119 cases of malaria 
were notifled of which 67 occurred 
amongst residents of the Eastern 
District.

question, Zung said that seven pros 
tutes were staying there, 

When the master of the house 

realized that those knocking at the 
door were foreigners, he refused to. 
‘open at first. He also said that he 
heard the foreigners singing and after 
a while, a Chinese, who accompanied. 
the forcigners, asked that the door be 
‘opened whereupon, according to wit~ 
hess, the deceased did so on being 
{old that the callers were from the 
SMC. 
‘The Chinese visitor, thon asked to 
bbe shown some gitls, thé witness con 
tinued, but the operator of the brothel 
said that they were all asleep. “When | 
the Chinese again asked that some 
iitls be drought down, ‘the deceased 
finally vealled “one of them and she 
came halt way down the stairs. 

‘On seeing het, the Chinese was 
alleged by witness to have asked to 
oe some other girls whereupon. the 
Moceased said that they were asleep. 
‘The Chinese thereupon slapped the 
face of the deceased, according to 
witness. 

Questioned about the appearance of 
the two foreigntrs, witness. stated, 
‘that one was older than the other.

Poles Flee to Rumania 


Civilians and Soldiers Trudge Dejectedly Along 
Bad Roads ; Rumanians Provide Warm Welcome 


Bucharest, Sept. 20. 


POLAND'S army of refugees—the remains of what titree days 
‘ago was a real Army, Foreign Office, Chancellory and civil 
ministries—is scattered today along more than 200 miles of dusty| 
road, disorganized and discouraged, en route to internment or to 


cities of refuge somewhere in exile. 


T followed the refugee road 


yesterday from Cernauti 350 miles to Bucharest which in present 
conditions takes eighteen: hours even in a high-powered car with 


special privileges.

From Cernauti the stream of refugees is endless, Near the 
capital it trickles off to a few officials and other favoured people 
who got permits to come as far as Bucharest. But everywhere 
along the road the urge is to keep moving somehow to the east 
and south away from the border, which is now partly in German 


and Russian hands, 

None of the refugees knows what 
is going on in his native land today. 
‘They do not know whether Warsaw 
fs stil in Polish, hands. ‘They do 
know that it makes little difference 
Because the new two-way partition 
of Poland is a fact and the puppet 
state, protectorate or German state 
which ‘will arise there has no place 
for them. 

‘The entire Polish Cabinet, with 
their families, are understood’ to be 
‘on Rumanian’ soll now. Thus far 00 
persons, including the Forelgn Mini- 
Ster, Col, Josef Beck, and the War 
Minister,” have arrived at  Slanic 
‘Moldova, a little mountain town on 
the Rumanian frontier. 

Rumanian Hospitality 

‘The Rumanian Government has 
placed the local Hotel Racovitza at 
the disposal of prominent refugees, 

‘Many of the civilian refugees 1 
Interviewed yesterday were resentful 
at the Polish rout. Many of them 
fare resentful against the Polish Gov- 
ernment, contending that the Polish 
‘Army was capable of prolonged de- 
fence against Germany's tanks, artil~ 
Tery and planes which have’ given 
them no rest since September 1. 

‘The refugees appear to beii 
that thelr Government — decel 
them and most believe that Britain 
and France et Poland down in not 
immediately relleving the pressure

‘They are resentful that British and 
Bronch planes have not bombed 
German cities in retaliation for the

But for the most part, the refugees 
say little, Few have plans for new 
lives. A few, like the thousand air 
foree mon now across the border, 
would like to fight in France, Most, 
however, frankly have no plans at 
Jook fatatistically toward the future. 


Poles Che 
Up against the stream of Polish 
refugees move Rumanian troops in 
trains or along ther ‘Some of 
them ride farm horses which have 
been commandeered and are being 
brought to concentration points. 

‘The Rumanian troops cheer the 
defeated Poles, but no one in Rumania 
is hoping for war. 

‘The refugee stroam surges slowly 
forward along dusty, bumpy and ill- 
tended roads whieh’ are worse even 
than those I. remember seeing in 
Ethiopia during the Italian invasion. 

Some ears along the road have 
bogged down, Others have run out 
‘of petrol or have been wrecked. 
Scores of cars have been abandoned 
by owners who are now penniless 
and “unable to pay for’ repairs or 
































Slow Procession 
‘The remaining cars move on slowly 
‘through more than 20 control stations 
manned by Rumanian troops and 
police. Most of the refugees will 
hot be allowed to proceed beyond 
+ Buzau and probably will be stopped 
‘and placed in concentration camps 
‘even before that. 

‘A few of the refugees get through 
to Bucharest after repeatedly givinit 
their names and life histories and 
the purpose of their trip to Ruman- 
jan officers on guard duty. 

Polish troops will be halted and 
interned somewhere at Yeast 120 miles 
from Bucharest. Civilians eventually. 
will be allowed to go on. At present

Warm Weleome 

I passed at least 10,000 refugees 
between 10 a.m, yesterday and 1 am.

villages of the north, offering zoltys 
for sausayes, cheese, bread and beer, 
or a plate of greasy goulash. 














‘Usually the shopkeepers took the 
zolty without Knowing what they 
could get for them today at the 
Bank, for everywhere in Rumania, 
the refugees were given a warm wel 
come. Everywhere crowds gathered 
faround the new arrivals and shouted 
“Long Live Poland!” They asked 
‘questions, offered help and tried to 
make themselves understood in the 
many languages of eastern Europe. 

Few of the Poles responded, how- 
ever. A few soldiers chatted with 
the village girls. Most of them, 
however, sat alone at table or stood 
In little groups in the streets, prefer.

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Nazi Uprising in Rumania 
General Argesanu Becomes Premier Following 
M. Calinescu’s Murder ; Assassins Executed 


Bucharest, Sept. 22. 


RESHADOWING drastic action against Nazis, General George 
Argesanu, Minister of National Defence and a strong opponent 
of the outlawed Fascist Iron Guard, a Fascist semi-military organi- 
zation, has been appointed Prime Minister in succession to M. 
Armand Calinescu, who was assassinated yesterday by members 


of the Iron Guard. 


General Argesanu was selected at a protracted, 
session of the Cabinet presided over by King Carol.

‘The deccased oMicer was bor at 
Benrath on August 4, 1880. Teinstated 
in June, 1938, as honorary Colonel- 
in-Chief of the 12th Artillery Regl- 
ment in Schwerin “in recognition of 
his great setviees in the reconstrue- 
tion ‘of the Army" after his retire. 
ment when Herr Hitler reshumed the| 
Army Higk Command in February, 
1938, Gen. von Fritseh was given 
‘command of a division on the Polish 
front. 

Exceptional Milltary Ability 

Probably the only German officer 
who constantly wore a monocie, Gen. 
von Fritsch served throughout the 
World War as General Stat Omer 
of the 4th Army and of the Ist Divi- 
sion of Guards, 

‘When conscription was ré-cstablish- 
ced in Germany in 1935 his exceptional 
military ability brought him in charge. 
‘of the reconstruction of the modern 
German Army. He succeeded. 
Baron von Hammerstein-Equord as 
Army chlet in 1034. 

He was aecused of a moral offense 
before his “retirement” but. was en- 
tirely exonerated in a court of honour 
after he had demanded that the case 
be heard. 

He entered the army in 1698 as an 
ensign in the

known for its protestant pastors. 

‘Aiter receiving a leutenant’s com: 
mission in 1900 von Fritsch studied 
at the War Academy and attained the 
Fank of captain in 1913. During the 
‘War he served on the German general 
staff, becoming a major in 1917.

Division. fend of the war he 
was on the general staff of the Air 
Force. 















Spoclalist In Artitlery 

In 1922 von Fritsch received the 
rank of lieutenant colonel as section 
commander of the §th artillery reg 
ment in Ulm. After service in the War 
Ministry he became full colonel in 
1027, successively working as com- 
‘mander of the artillery regiments in 
Schwerin and Stettin. Becoming 
‘major-goneral in 1980, he commanded 
the first cavalry divicion at Frank- 
turt, then was promoted to lietenant- 
general as head of the 2rd Army Area 
in Berlin, 

With the resignation of Baron von 
Hammerstoin-Equord in. 1934, yon 
Fritsch became chief of the army and 
general of the - artillery—United 
Press.

Dr. Sigmund Freud 
Dies in London 


London, Sept. 24. 

Professor Sigmund Freud, 63, died 
in England last night. The man, who 
made the world "sex conscious” by 
Ms new theory of » psychoanalysis, 
was exiled in his old’ age from. his 
native Austria shortly after the Nazi 
‘anschluss, in 1998, and took up re 
sidence in’ London where he re 
mained since. 

Prof. Froud was born on May 6, 
1850, in Freiberg, Moravia, of poor 
Jewish parents, who moved to Vienna 
When Sigmund was four. He studied 
medicine at Vienna University, not 
because he fell particularly inclined 
toward that science but, as he ex- 
plained himself, because he was 
really attracted by Darwin's the- 
‘ries, which had just become popular 
in the 70%, and. because medicine 
seemed to offer the best approach to 
the mew science. In his studies he 
soon beenine attracted by psychiatrie 
problems. After he passed his ex- 
‘amination in 1881, he. entered Vien- 
‘na's Municipal Hospital, where he

German Sink Swedish Ship

Financier Dies 


New York, Sept. 1 

‘Mr. Charles Michael Schwab steel 
magnate and financler who gnined a 
Jarge share of the. Allies’ munitions 
‘contracts in the World War, died 
fo day al the age of 77 from coronary 
‘thrombosis. 

"The career of Mr. Schwab was an 
example of the “American Success 
Story.” 

Beginning as a grocery clerk, the 
tow-headed country boy rose to the 
position that gave him the title "king 
Of stech” At 39 he was president of 
the US. Steel Corp. an organization 
that ushered in a new era in Ameri 
gan. industrial life. Known as. the 
“Perennial optimist,” it~ was only 
late in life that Mr. Schwab restrain 
ed his confident utterances. 

Born in Williamsburg, Pa., Feb. 18, 
1962, "Mr. Schwab moved "to the 
nearby village of Loretto when he 
‘was five, While attending St. Frances 
College he drove a stage for his 
father, who was proprietor of a livery 
stable $ 

In 1880 he was made | general 
uperintendent of the Edgar Thomson 
Steel Works, and in 1692, general 
superintendent of Edgar Thomson and 
Homestead. Here his skill as a 
‘mediator and diplomat following the 
Homestead strike put him in line for 
‘the presidency of the company. 

Mr, Schwab refused the offer, say- 
ing he could not do his. best, under 
other people. A. day or two later Mr. 
Carnegie made the 35-year-old execu- 
tive president of the Carnegie Steel 
‘Company. 

‘And then came the biggest “deal 
‘Mr, Schwab ‘ever made. New York 
‘and Chicago financiers tad been 
trying to. break the grip. of the 
shrewd ttle Mr. Carnegie, but had 
been thwarted at every turn- 

‘Mr. Schwab knew that the aging 
Carnegie wished to rotire if honorable 
‘arrangements could be made, MY. 
J. P. Morgan, the elder, was thi 
Jonly man in the country able to buy | 
Jcut Carnegie and re-establish financial 
equilibrium. But he was skeptical of 
the profit-making possibilities of a 
hhuge steel combine, 

‘The energetic and enthusiastic Mr. 
‘Schwab, backed by a complete know. 
edge of his subject, pictured a future 
for the steel industry which convinced 
Mr. Morgan at a now-famous dinner 
of financiers in New York in 1900. 

Mr. Carnegie sold his steel com- 
panies to Morgan for $487,000,000. 


‘Secured Munitions Contracts 


When the World War broke in 
Europe Mr. Schwab, ever alert gained 
8 large share of the Allies’ munitions 
contracts. In 1017 he was named by 
President Wilson the director-general 
‘of the Emergency Fleet Corporation. 

In accordance with his polley within 
the ‘past few years to withdraw 
‘gradually from business, Mr. Schwab 
Tetired in 1994 as president of the 
American Iron and Steel Institute to 
‘which he was elected in 1927. 

His 92-year-old mother lives in a 
simple yellow frame house near by 
In 1933 Mr. Schwab and his wife, the 
former Emma E. Dinkey, celebrated 
their golden anniversary in their 
$2,500,000 mansion” on River-side 
Drive in New York. 

His philanthropic activities includ

THE NAZI-SOVIET PACT 


By Hanouo Nicotsox 


‘Those who have studied Herr Hitler's 
actions and pronouncements during the last 
six years have noted with interest that, 
whereas he always breaks his promises, he 
does try to keep his prophecies. No man 
can believe himself to be as infallible as his 
own disciples assert, and the amazing success 
which has accompanied Herr Hitler during 
the last six years must inevitably have con- 
vineed him that he possesses some quality 


of vision or inspiration which is denied to 


ordinary mortals. Again and again have 
men who are wiser and more experienced 
than he warned him of the consequences of 
his actions ; again and’ again has he relied, 


against their advice, upon his own “som- | 


nambulist certainty," and again and again 
has his instinct proved correct and _ hi 
vision been justifled. He would indeed be 
superhuman did he not attribute this, 
unerring instinct to some mystic gift and 
Gid he not feel that he had been sent from 
heaven as the man of destiny who by his 
vision and singleness of purpose has raised 
Germany from a defeated nation to become 
‘one of the most powerful factors in world 
history, 





‘The advantage possessed by those who 
like Napoleon believe in their own star and 
conduct their policy upon an astrological 
basis is that they acquire great unity of 
purpose and a degree of self-confidence 
which enables them to face enormous risks. 
‘The’ disadvantage 1s that astrology is not a 
precise science and that even the most 
auspicious horoscope may disappoint. Herr 
Hitler is aware of this. He is also aware 
that if he is to maintain his legend of in- 
fallibility as against the opinions of men 
better “educated and less temperamental 
than himself, he must see to it that his 
prophecies come true. Until this moment he 
has never broken a single one of his pro- 
pheeies. In concluding a pact of non- 
aggression with the USSR, he has viol- 
‘ated one of the most definite prophecies 
that he ever made. It may well be that this 
error on his part may cause the stars to 
turn against him, Napoleon, when at St 
Helena, always contended that he violated 
his star of destiny when he repudiated 
Josephine ;.the abandonment of the anti- 
Comintern pact may well prove Hitler's 
Josephine. 


‘There are innumerable statements made 
by Hiller in which the rulers of the USSR. 
aro represented as blood stained assas- 
sins and the enemies of mankind. Again 
and again has he assured the German people 
that all the sacrifices which he has imposed 
upon them are made in the sacred crusade 
against the doctrine of the Bolsheviks. Tt 
‘was upon the basis of that crusade that he 
violated his own racial theories and made 
fn alliance with the yellow race against the 
white, It was to combat the red peril in 
Spain that he sacrificed the lives of many 
young Germans. It may well be that he 
can justify to himself these tremendous in- 
consistencies. After all, he was not, in so 
doing, violating a prophecy ; he was only 
violating a pronouncement’ Yet if Herr 
Hitler refers to his own bible he will find 
that in “Mein Kampf” he committed hi 
to a prophecy upon this very subject. 
alliance,” he wrote, “between Germany and 
Russia would be the signal for a new war. 
And the result of that would be the end 
of Germany.” Of all his prophecies _ this 
assuredly is the most likely to be fulfilled. 
Yet Herr Hitler cortainly does not desire 














its fulfilment, He would contend that of all 
his prophecies this is the only one which is 
incorrect. 


It is diMeult for sober men and women 
to understand the motives which have in- 
spired Der Fuchrer thus to violate his whole 
ideology. ‘True it is that his pact with the 
U.SS.R. is a sensational diplomatic achieve- 
ment and one which provides him with 
many immediate advantages. He diminishes 
the pressure upon his Eastern front. He 
may hope eventually to obtain from Russia 
those supplies of food-stufs and raw ma- 
terials of which he stands in such urgent 
need. And he may temporarily diminish 
the unrest and dissatisfaction which was 
seething in the German working classes. 
‘Yet these advantages cannot prove of dur- 
able value in a war as stubborn or as pro- 
longed as that which he lets loose upon 
Europe. And the disadvantages of his ac- 
tion will accumulate as the months pass and 
will eventually, as he himself prophesied, 
prove his destruction. 


He must know very well that the Russian 
kovernment in their own interests will never 
permit the predominance of Germany in 
Eastern Europe. However much the rulers 
of the USSR. may dislike the western 
plutocracies, they fear a dominant Germany 
even more.’ The desire of Stalin is to sce 
the Powers of Europe destroying each other ; 
he has no desixe to see either one side oF 
the other victorious and strong. Herr Hitler 
must know that in entering upon pact 
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War 





with those whom he has proclaimed to be 
the enemies of the human race he is con- 
fusing his opinion at home and alienating 
whole sections of his subjects who have 
been indoctrinated with his own ideas. He 
must know that in so doing he has turned 
against him the public opinion of Italy, 
Spain, Japan and the United States. He 
must ‘know that this agreement has united 
British opinion, from right to left, as it has 
never been united before. And’ he must 
know, above all, that his action will have 
convinced the countries of eastern and south- 
eastern Europe that this is no war of 
ideology but a war of conquest. Hitherto 
Herr Hitler has succeeded by confusing the 
issues; in making this compact with Russia 
he has simplified the issues and faced the 
world with a single formula. ‘That formula 
{s as follows. “Germany, under Herr Hitler 
wishes to destroy the independence of all 
Buropean countries.” It isnot a formula 
which any manly country can accept. 

When I contemplate this historical error, 
my heart goes out in sympathy to the Ger- 
man people. Why is it that throughout 
their history they have been governed by 
men who represent what is worst in them- 
selves? Why is it that one of the finest 
races which mankind has ever produced 
should again and again be brought to suffer- 
ing and disaster by their subservience to’ 
violence? ‘The German people possess all 
the virtues and one tremendous fault; they 
have no eivie courage.

Death and disease are fought in 
the hospitals and homes and elinies 
and institutions of London.

Four Recipes 


By a Rervcte 


Hore are four Viennese recipes— 
three are sweets and one is a savoury. 


Karloffel Piaetrehen (Potato Kissotes) 

For four people peel four large 
potatoes. Boil them and after strain 
ing away all water add half a grated 
‘onion, three tablespoontuls self-rais- 
fing flour, salt and pepper, and, If 
desired, one ens. Mix well and fry 
fat spoonfuls in hot fat. ‘These should 
come very light, with a nice favour 
because i the onfons and the pepper. 


Orangen Koerbchen (Orange Baskets) 
Put into a basin the juice and the 
grated rind of one orange and half a 
Temon, three ounces of sugar, and the 
yolks ‘of two eggs. Place the basin 
Over a pan of boiling water, and 
while it cooks whisk it until it 
thickens. Remove from the pan and 
continue to whisk until it is cold. 
Fold in then tho whipped whites of 
the eggs and, if desired, about two 
tablespoonfuls of whipped cream. 

‘To make the baskets to put this in 
cut two of three oranges, a8 required, 
In half, scoop out the insides care 
fully, and then fill with the cream. 
You ‘ean decorate the baskets with 
whipped eream or nuts or chopped 
cherries or in other ways. 

‘The insides of the oranges you can 
use for a fruit salad for another 
meal, 


Apfelkuchen (Apple Pastry) 

Rub six ounces margarine into one 
pound of flour with a teaspoonful of 
Baking powder, Add two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and the grated rind of 
fone lemon, and mix with mille to 
stift paste,’ Cut in half and roll out 
lightly the two pieces. Between 
‘them ‘put sliced apples, currants and 
raisins, sugar, and cinnamon. Brush 
over with egg, prick in one oF two 
places, and bake in a medium oven. 
‘this has a Tavour different from 
English apple tart 





Apfelspalten (Apple Fritters) 

Mix two yolks of eggs with one 
teaspoonful of suxar, add two table~ 
spoonfuls of self-raising flour, and fold 
in the stifly whipped whites of the 
eggs. Slice two or three pecled 
apples, cover the “slices with the 
butter, and fry in lard. Brown both 
sides, put. In hot dish, sprinkle with 
feing sugar, and, to get the nicest 
taste, eat with a little jam,
